REVENT FIRES 
IS BEST PLAN. 


DROWNING BLAZES HAS GONE 
| OUT OF DATE. 


_ Whitewash as a fire-resisting paint 
wae extolled yesterday by Fire Chief 
Eley at the luncheon of the Exhibi- 
tors" Association at the Hayward. 
Chief Eley also asserted that fron rust 
ig often responsible for fires of s0- 
called mysterious origin. 

“The old method of simpty drown- 
ing fires has gone out of date,” said 
the Chief. “Nowadays we study to 


prevent them. We are trying to fos- 
ter construction that will 


Continuing, the Chief stated that 
there was much yet to be done, that 
the old bulldings constitute a prob- 
lem that is yet to be solved, particu- 
larly ag the application of modern 
fire-prevention laws to them is, in 
many cases, resisted, as constituting 
confiacation of property without due 
process of law. 

“On the contrary.” he said, “many 
modern buildings seem to be designed 
espectally for the spread of fire. What 
we want is fire walls for all floor 
@reas and many floor areas, not one 
Wide @xpanse of floor. Many have 


obseryed that when we have a fire 
in a fireproof building we have a 
good one. This ts because of the un- 


restricted floor areAs and the fact that 
inflammables are customarily stored 
in these buildings.” 

Among measures of safety, the 
Chief recommended the use of red- 
wood in frame buildings, as it is a 
Siow-burning wood, automatic 
doors. for all buildings, roof coverings 
other than shingtes, and fire-retarding 
paints. 

“Whitewash, strange as it may 
seem, is one of our best fire-resisting 
paints.” said the Chief. “It ts used 
in Many mille.” 

Among the causes of many ‘™mys- 
terious fires the Chief classed tron 
rust and stray currents of electricity | 
as those that most merit study 

“Tron rust has stich an affinity for 
oxygen,” sald the Chief, “especially in 
a closely-guarded place and under ris- 
ing temperature, that if there is any 
wood close there i« bound to be a fire. 
This is one of the reasons why we 
have so many fires when We are first 
heating up for the bane season, and 
the iron oxides get

rate is made. Engineer Mulholland 
finds the total investment in the city, 
exclusive of paving cost, valued at 
$8,205,947. From this he deducts 
$800,000, which is invested in the city, 
but which is applicable to the service 
of outside territory. 

The cost of paving to the company 
shows a depreciated total of $291,471, 
which would be added, ‘making the 
rate-fixing figure of $7,697,418. 

The company giver the total depre- 
elated value of all its properties, in- 
side the city and out, as $13,897,- 
307.18. As about 70 per cent. cf this 
property is within the city, the actual 
depreciated value fixed by the com- 
pany, and reported te the Board of 
Public Utilities, is $9,700,000. 

Although the Mulholland appraisal 
forecasts a 70-cent gas rate, it was 
adopted with great alacrity by the 
very Counciimen who, a year ago, 
spurned the Rarker appraise! and ar- 
bDitrarily fixed the 40-cent rate.

WHAT ARE RURAD CREDITS? 

The rural credit system is a system 
of amortizable loang made for co-opera- 
tion. Ten or fifty or a hundred farmers 
form a rural credit association. Each mort- 
gages his farm to the*association for not 
more than 50 per cent. of its appraised 
value at 5 per cent. interest. The associa- 
tion issues bonds bearing 414 per cent. in- 
terest and secures these bonds by a pledge 
of all the mortgages it has received ‘from 
the farmers. These bonds or debentures 
as they are called in Euvrope.are received 
by the borrowing farmer instead of money. 
. The difference of % per cent. between the 
interest he pays and the interest he re- 
cetves is devoted to paying the expenses 
of the association. The perfect security 
for the payment of these debenture bonds 
end their exemption from taxation enable 


Rural credit associations are, as will be 
seen, based upon a system of co-operative 
instead of individual money loaning on farm 
land security. 

The debentures in Europe bear interest 
at 3 and 3% per cent. a year and the money 


4% per cent. interest. The difference of 
% to 1 per cent. goes to pay the expenses 
of maintaining the association. The farmer 
borrows money at 4% per cent. on his own 
farm and receives the amount of his borrow- 
ings in bonds bearing 3% per cent.; Dut as 
these bonds are secured by mortgages on 
the farms of all his neighbors as well as 
his own, he has no difficulty in disposing 
ofthem | 
In France rural .credits are. extended 


loans to farmers, secured by mortgages on 
the land and repayable by annuities and 
the issue of debentures without fixed ma- 
turity. This system has prevailed since 
1852. The law authorizes the national gov- 
ernment and the departments to purchase 
certain quantities of the debenture bonds 
each year. The Credit Foncier has been a

NEW COURT RULE.
